Detils of the railway smash 
show that it was the, result of @ 
landslide, believed to: be“due: ta an 
earthquake in the Baikal region.

A- curiously worded charge was 
preferred against a ‘Chinese nam- 
ed Sam Kam (23), at- the: Central 
Magistracy this morning. « 
He was indicted before Major C. 


Willson, O.B.E., for. “preaking: out, 


Des Voeux-road Cen- 
committing a. felony 


The charge involved the sum of 
$5,253.38 which accused stole 
from the safe of the Wai Lee. Im- 
port and Export firm which oc- 
cupied the whole house, the 
ground floor’ being used’ as the 
office and the floors 
dwelling. : 
"The complainant in the case was 
Chan Chak-yee, .. manager of the 
Wai Lee firm. 

The accuesd's arrest was the 
result of a smart piece of work 
on the part of Detective-Sergeants 
Flattery and'J. Murphy. 

Firm's Safe Opened _ 

The Police received a report 
from Chan Chak-yee on the morn- 
ing of April 24 that some time 
during the night of the 28rd and 
24th the firm’s safe was opened 
and the money stolen. Sam Kam, 
a former foki of the firm, who had 
visited the place during that same 
night, was suspected and a fall 
description of him was supplied 
to the Police by..Chan Chak-yee. 

Investigations made by the two 
Sergeants at the premises of the 
Wai Lee firm resulted in the dis- 
covery of a bag which had been 
left behind by Sam Kam. In this 
bag were some bills issued by the. 
Tung Shan Hotel and the Asia 
Hotel. ‘ 

The Sergeants accordingly made 
inquiries at the two hotels and at 


the Asia discovered that the want-. 


ed man, accompenied by a woman, 
had registered there at 1-a.m. on 
the 24th, but was not in when the 
Police visitéd the place. Certain 
that this was the same man, a& 
the description of the hotel ac- 
countant tallied with that given 
by: Chan Chak-yee, the two Ser- 
geants laid in wait for their 
quarry. 

Sam Xam returned to tha hotel 
in the afternoon and was immedi- 
ately placed under. arrest, When 
he was: searched, $4,488.40 of the 
stolen money was. found on him.. 

How Trick Was Done 

How Sam Kam managed to en- 
ter the premises was simple. He 
went there on the evening on the 
23rd and quietly knocked at the 
door. A new foki opened the door 
and Sam Kam introduced himself 
as a former foki, -who was call- 
ing to pay a‘ friendly call. 

He was admitted,. and then, 


waiting his chance, he slipped up- 


to the safe unobserved, opened it, 
and helped himself to the money. 
Afterward he let himself out 
quietly. Hence the charge of 
“breaking out.” 

That Sam Kam had a duplicate 
key of the safe made whilst he 
was employed. at the . firm was 
obvious’ as it was found securely 
locked jn the. morning. : 

“Good Time” Admitted 

When produced in Court this 
morning, Sam Kam admitted that 
he had spent $814.98 of the stolen 
money in less than 24 hours, “hav-

AGREEMENT . 
POWERS AND CHINA 


CANCELLATION UNANIMOUSLY - 
DECIDED UPON . 


GOVERNMENT. RECOGNISED 


London, Yesterday. . 

The Foreign Office. announces 
that the, Diplomatic Body in Peking 
has “unanimously: agreed to cancel 
the “Agreement .of 1919, by which 
the leading Powers undertook to 
restrain their nationals frag, ex- © 
portifig arms-to China. 

The communique points out that 
ag practically all the signatories 
have concluded treaties recognising 
the National Government the Arms 
Embargo Agreement becomes ano- 
malous, particularly in view of the 
fact that it expressly lasts “until 
the establishment of a Government 
whose authority is recognised by 
the whole country.”—Reuter. ‘ 

Further Details 

A British Wireless message from 
London, of yesterday’s: date, says: 
“The China \ Arms. Embargo ends 
to-day. By an agreement, made 
in 1919 the Governments of Great 
' Britain, Spain, Portugal, United 
States, Tsarist Russta,.. Brazil, 
| France and Japan agreed effectively 
| to restrain their subjects from ex- 
porting to or importing into China 
‘arma and munitions of war or ;ma- 
| terial destined exclusively for their 
| manufacture until the establishment 
of a Government whose authority 
| was recognised through the’ whole 
i of China. . _ 

This policy was subsequently 
endorsed by the Netherlands, Den- 
mark,:and Belgium -and legislation 
fulfilling the same purpose has been 
enacted in'Germany. ~~ j 

With the conclusion of treaties 
with and recognition of the. National 
Government by practically all 
parties to this agreement, the con- 
tinued operation of the embargo 
became anomalous, particularly in 
i view of the fact that it was to last 
“until the establishment of a Gov- 
ernment whose authority is _re- 
cognised throughout the whole 
country.” 

The Diplomatic Body in Peking, 
congequently, has agreed unanim- 
ously to cancel the 1919 Agreement, 
and. this decision takes effect from 
to-day, ‘when it will. be formally ° 
notified to the Chinese Minister: for 
Foreign Affairs by the Senior 
Minister at Peking.

OPERATOR SELLS OUT 


FOR G.330,000,000 

- The largest transfer of oil-producing 
properties in recent years was made 
known recently in the announcement 
that the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
had bought all the Mid-Continent hold- 
ings of Mr. Thomas B. Slick, who is 
called the world’s greatest individual 
operator. Mr, W, S. Fitzpatrick, chair- 
man of Prairie Oil, confirmed des- 
patches from Tulsa, Okla, announcing 
the sale, but said the consideration was 
smaller than the $40,000,000 price men- 
tioned in these advices. Other reports 
placed the price at $30,000,000, partly 
in cash and partly in oil. 

Mr. Slick operates as Tom Slick, Inc. 
He built a fortune from oil, and his 
properties include valuable sitos in 
Seminole and Kay fields and in Kansas 
and North Texas. He has a home in 
Clarion, Pa., another in Oklahoma City 
and a third in Texas. He is said to 
be desirous of retiring, but the inter- 
ests he retains may cause his return 
to activity. He is46 years.old. He 
has successfully opposed powerful com- 
binations in the oil fields.

While 
still in his ’teens -he started work in 
the oil-fields of Southern Illinois, where 
he was a mule driver, roustabout, tool 
dresser and driller.

QUESTIONNAIRE FIGURES 


Market events during the past week 
every evidence of organised 
manipulation, says a writer in “Truth” 
dated March 20. ‘The fact.that the 
receipt of the ‘American questionnaire 
figures for February, disclosing a con- 
sumption figure more than 3,000 tons 
in excess of estimates, actually coin- 
cided_with a setback in the price of 
the commodity,_ is suggestive .enough 
by itself. Simultaneously. there have 
been widespread Press references to:— 


(1). Synthetic rubber; 


(2) Edison’s experiments in America 
for the collection of latex from 
weeds; and 


(3) Fantastic yields from ‘budgrafted” 
rubber. : i 


All: these bear- the hallmark of 
American origin, and the fact that they 
have been trotted. out. at this juncture 
can only mean that strenuous efforts 
are being made to depress the market, 
with the object, of course, of facilitat- 
ing the purchase of forward supplies 
on more favourable terms. 

Market sentiment has not been help- 
ed by the rumour that March shipments 
of rubber from Malaya are likely to 
reach as much as 58,000 tons. This, 
of. courGse, is merely an eztimate, and 
it may be part of the general cam~- 
paign to bring about lower prices. The 
figure certainly appears on the heavy 
side, seeing that February exports were 
under 48,000 tons. In the ‘ordinary 


way there should be a reduction on the 
latter figure, allowing for the. effects 
of “wintering” and the presumed dis- 
persal of ‘estate accumulations. The 
only interpretation that can’ be placed 
on a heavier shipment, should this ; 
materialise, would be that dealers’ | 
stocks in Penang and Singapore have , 
been ‘considerably reduced. In this ; 
event there ‘would be nothing parti-‘ 
cularly “bearish” in the position.

Main Difficullies for Employment 

The genera! secretary of the Na- 
tional Federation of Professional 
Workers, London, S.W.1, has recent- 
ly addressed. the secretary of the Im- 
perial Merchant Service Guild to the 
effect that an international 
and report on Unemployment of In- 
tellectual Workers is being prepared 
for consideration :of the Advisory 
Committee .on Intellectual Labour, Or- 
ganisation of the League of Nations, 
The British representative on the Ad- 
‘visory Committee is nominated by the 
International Confederation’ of Intel. 
lectual Workers through affiliation of 
the British National Federation of 
Professional Workers, and therefore 
the letter and questionnaire (of which 
a copy was enclosed),~have been ad- 
dressed by the International Labour 
Office to the National Federation. 
The general secretary of the National 
Federation states that the replv from 
Great Britain should be as compre- 
hensive as possible in the circum- 
stances.’ In replying the secretary of 
the Guild points out that the one fac- 
tor which concerns members is that of 
the state of the British shipping trade. 
Obviously, when as in the. past years 
there has been a very serious depres 
sion existing—many ships being put 
out of commission for the time being 
—it means that many members are 
automatically put out of employment 
at the same timc, But where they 
have slready had experience in com~ 
mand ¢r asa navigating officer and 
are under, say, 40 years of age, the 
task of finding them employment is 
not insuperable. Apart. from depres- 
sion in trade, the main difficulties in 
getting employment in the Merchant 
Navy are on account of mature age 
or, conversely, as regards the young- 
er men, where shipowners, require 
superior Board of Trade certificates 
for junior officers’ positions.’ The

WATCHMAN 
WOMAN FINED $25 


’ ‘Yesterday a Chinese man, his 
wife, and 4 young boy described 
as their nephew, made an _appear- 
ance before Major C. Willson, 
O.B.E,, at the Central Magistracy, 
to answer charges arising from 
the discovery of a large number 
of popiu lottery tickets in a fiat

- A District Watchman, attached 
to the Secretariat ‘for Chinese 
| Affairs, gave evidence that at a 
visit which he made to the flat 
previous to the raid on the pre- 
mises, the female accused offered 
him $3:as “tea money.” 

- Counsel’s Contention 

Mr. F. ‘H. Loseby, who ‘appear- 
ed for the defence, made the fol- 
lowing statement to the Magis- 
trate:— ; : : 

“Your Worship has experience 
of blackmail—'“squeeze”, as it is 
called. by the Police here. 1 
think-it is-a. case of, haggling 
over the amount; just as one 
would with a hawker over. the 
sale of a few pounds of some other 
commodity tn the market.” 

_ Counsel suggested that the 
watchman had asked for a big- 
ger “cumshaw,” and, being dis-

$17,000 and £18,000-and will be 
stationed at Dover. , 

The abject of the Institution is to 
provide a lifesaving vessel fast 
‘enough to go to the assistance of 
any aeroplane forced down in the 
Clannel. . 

The new boat “will be 64 feet by 
14 feet. She will have two cabins 
with room for ~about 50 people. 
Whereas the most powerful lifeboats | 
at present have two 80 horse-power 
engines this new. type will have two 
engines of 375 horse‘power each. 

She will also be fitted with wire- 
less telephony enabling ‘her to take 

_and send messages over a distance 
-of 50 miles.
